THE  CHUhCH  *  *  THE  ROSARY 

The  Rosary,  like  the  Crucifix,  is  always  to  be  foundin  the  Catholic  home. 
In  T.any  places  it  is  the  pious  custom  to  place  the  Rosary  in  the  hands  of  the 
departed.  Christian  Art  makes  use  of  the  Rosary  as  one  of  its  favorite  emblem 
I  of  sanctity.  The  beautiful  devotion  to  the  Rosary  of  Mary  dates  from  at  least 
I  the  twelfth  century.  It  vms  St.  Dominic  who  popularized  this  devotion  in  the 
thirteenth.  Devotion  to  the  Rosary  makesus  filial  children  of  Mary.  Through 
Mary,  the  Mother,  vw  come  close  to  Christ,  her  divine  Sen.

That  is,  it  is  for  me  to  stand  ever^'  morning  at  the  foot  of  the 
Cross  set  up  anew  on  the  Calvary  of  thousands  of  altars:  It  is  for 
me  to  be  lifted  up  in  oblation  with  thee,  in  order  to  complete,  so 
to  speak,  Thy  perpetual  sacrifice.  Thine  unceasing  oblation,  unit¬ 
ing  my  cross  to  Thine,  seeing  my  suffering  beside  the  agony  borne 
by  Thee  -  —  to  conceive  of  my  Christian  life  an  actual  partici¬ 
pation  in  Thy  most  blessed  Passion,  to  so  will  it,  to  so  liveit*"
